European  Intelligence. 

England, 

LONDON,  (Sunday)  March  29. 
A  meeting  of  the  Cabinet  Miniders 
was  held  yelterday  011  the  fubject  of  the 
communication  which  has  lately  taken 
place  between  our  government  and 
France,  through  the  medium  of  M.  Otto, 
on  the  fubject  if  negotiation.  We  be- 
lieve our  new  rulers  to  be  actuated  with 
a  fincere  and  ardent  defire  for  peace  on 
terms  confident  with  the  honour  and  in- 
tereds  of  the  nation,  and  we  are  per- 
luaded  that  the  enemy  is  not  lefs  anxi- 
ous to  terminate  a  war  on  the  fuccefsful 
profecutiou  of  which  his  means  are  fo 
inadequate  ;   yet  with  this  impreifton, 


and  a  further  opinion  that  negotiation  will 
be  fliortly  indituted,  we  regard  the  quef- 
tion  of  peace  to  depend  upon  the  iffue  of 
our  Northern  and  Egyptian  expeditions. 

Our  funds  have  during  the  week,  rifen 
about  two  per  cent,  on  the  rumour  of  ad- 
judinent,  and  were  yedetday  a  fraction 
better  than  on  Friday.  Lord  St.  He- 
lens, it  is  dated,  is  to  be  employed  on 
the  occafion. 

By  a  meffenger  who  left  Condantino- 
ple  feveral  days  fubfequent  to  the  couri- 
er charged  with  the  ordinary  correfpon- 
dence  of  that  capital,  we  are  poffeffed 
of  a  letter  to  the  1 6th  of  February  :  the 
lateft  accounts  which  have  been  receiv- 
ed from  Syria  weredated  the  16th  of  the 
preceding  month.  The  Tiger  and  other 
of  his  majefty's  fhips  had  at  that  period 
joined  Lord  Keith  at  Marmoriffa,  and 
the  whoL-  expedition  in  perfect  health, 
full  of  confidence  and  fpirits,  and  with 
the  mod,  abundant  fupplies  of  every 
thing  requifite  to  the  enterprize,  were 
on  the  eve  of  their  departure  for  Egypt. 

Our  fleet  comprifed  one  hundred  and 
nine  fhips  independant  of  fmall  craft, 
which  were  to  be  employed  in  landing 
the  troops. 

Condantinople,  on  the  16th,  was  very 
fickly  ;  great  numbers  of  the  inhabitants 
had  died  of  an  epidemic  dil'order,  and 
mod  of  the  Englifli  rtlidents  had  been 
affected  by  it. 

According  to  the  datements  in  the 
Moniteur,  of  the  24th  ind.  which  we  re- 
ceived ytftei  day, the  expedition  had  nr.  t  ap- 
proached the  coalt  on  the  4th  ult.  at  this 
period,  however,  two  French  frigates,  La 
Judice,  and  L'Egyptienne,  having  on 
board  1 5,000  mufkets,  a  fupply  of  ammu- 
nition, and  500  men,  one  hundred  of 
whom  were  engineers,  had  entered  Alex- 
andria in  ten  days  fiom  Toulon  : — It  is 
added  that  twenty  fmall  veflels,  with  mi- 
litary dores,  had  likewife  arrived  in  fafe- 
ty.  Menou,  in  his  difpatches  to  the 
chief  conful,  which  he  fent  by  citizen, 
Coda  and  Decofcotils,  in  the  St.  Philip 
corvette,  and  wha  landed  at  Frejus  on 
the  1 6th,  fpeaks  in  confident  terms  of 
his  means  to  refift  the  menaced  attack 
of  theBritifh  and  Turkifli  armies. 

From  the  prevalence  of  wed  and  fouth 
wed  winds,  the  admiralty  remains  with- 
out advice  of  the  Baltic  fleet  fince  its 
entering  the  Cattegat  on  the  17  th. 

Of  Gantheaume'sfquadron  nothing  it 
known  lince  the  10th  ult.  Apprehenfi- 
on  is  the  general  attendant  on  incerti- 
tude, and  the  principle,  we  hope,  will 
be  admitted  in  apology  for  our  fears,  that 
he  will  effect  the  object  of  his  enterprize. 

We  fome  time  lince  announced  that 
the  Algerine  minider  at  our  court  had 
made  to  government  affurances  of  the 
mod  cordial  attachment  of  his  mader  to 
this  country ;  feveral  of  our  public  prints, 
however,  adopting  the  mis-datements  of 
the  Parifian  Journals  have  talked  of  are- 
publican  army  embarking  at  Algies,  af- 
fuled  by  that  government,  and  marching 
from  thence  to  reinforce  their  army  in 
Egypt,  &c.  The  fact  is  diametrically 
the  reverfe,  and  Algiers,  inftead  of  fa- 
vouring the  views  of  France  on  Egypt, 
is  in  declared  hodilitywith  the  republic, 
and  is  anxious  to  contribute  to  their  ex- 
pulfion  from  Africa. 

The  Algerine  ambaflador  fome  days 
fince  notified  to  the  miniders  the  receipt 
of  intelligence  from  his  court,  that  the 
French  envoy  who  has  lately  redded  at 
Algiers,  and  where,  with  a  vie*  to  intro- 
duce the  friendftiip  of  the  L'ev  towards 
France,  and  to  excite  him  to  hoflility 
againfl  England,  he  hw  expended  im- 
menfe  fums  of  money,  has  been  difmiiTed, 
and  ordered  to  inform  the  French  gov- 
ernment, that  preliminary  to  any  nego- 
ciationthey  might  offer  to  the  Algerine 
date,  mud.  be  the  evacuation  of  Egypt 
by  her  troop's  : — upon  this  condition 
Algiers  hadconfented  to  four  months  ar- 
millice,  which  has  been  prolong-d  under 
an  opinion  that  this  dipulation  would  be 
complied  with,  and  upon  this  condition 
alone  would  the  liden  to  an  overture  for 
the  re-edablilhment  of  peace.  We  have 
the  further  pleafure  to  date,  that  on 
Thurfday  lalt,  Che  ambaflador,  who  like- 
wile  holds  the  ciidinguilhed  dation  of  high 
Admiral  of  Algiers,  officially,  communi- 
cated to  Miniders,  that  the  Dey  in  tedi- 
mony  of  his  friendfliip  to  his  Britannic 
Majefty,  had  ordered  that  a  Knight  of 
Malta,  and  263  Maltefe,  who  had  been 
captured  by  his  cruifers  previous  to  the 


reducYionofla  Vnlrtte  by  (.he  Britilli,  and 

fold  into  Haven",  Ihould  be  liberated  with 
oat  r'anfoin  (which  would  have  amounted 
to  upwards  of  ioo,oool.)  confidering 
them  fubjecls  of  his  majefty,  and  has  di- 
rected that  whatever  (applies  of  provili- 
ons  may'  be  wanted  by  the  garril'ons  of 
Malta  or  Minorca,  flull  be  furnilhed  by 
his  States.
